Tonight I located a 
Dow-Key coax relay and hooked that up. My previous "gravelly" problems 

in the VFO drive have disappeared with the application of some "TRI-FLOW" 
to the front of the ass'y. But I have a question relating to that: 


The VFO now tunes smoothly, but after I leave it set for a few minutes, 
it is like it creates its own "detent". If I then rock the dial back and 
forth I can feel where it had been stopped.
